At least one of the benefits .derived from the five million dollar 
...iâWai campaign last year is the building of the extension to 
the Redpath Library. For many years past this admirable insti- 
tution was seriously handicapped for want of the requisite space; 
though it is far better, of course, that a library should be thus 
crippled; than that it should be merely a vast, ornate and highly- 
staffed receptacle of space like a certain institution dear to the 
leafts of our City Fathers. 

But now the long-awaited addition is in the building, and the 
dvent of the mason and the carpenter has put an end to brows- 

ng- 

A goodly majority of the Graduates, who in their student days 
were accustomed to make use of the Library, affirm that they de- 
rived more real educational benefit from being permitted to graze 
n the stack than from all the lecture courses ever attended. One 
should not say so, of course, but most lectures are either rather 
itediously erudite or else it is loo early in the morning, too close 
to lunch-time or too late in the afternoon to appreciate them pro- 
perly. Prescribed "readings" arc irksome inasmuch as they gen- 
erally lack the satisfaction inherent in finality. There is nothing to 
be compared to the privilege of being permitted to browse among 
two hundred thousand odd volumes in the stack. 

Apparently the Library Committee have deemed it inadvisable 
to allow any -students whatsoever to make use of the stock until 
the necessarjk changes incident on the new addition have been 
completed. This is unexceptionable, but what if they should take 
advantage ofTthe break in precedent to prohibit finally this inestim- 
able advantage. For most other university libraries do not allow 
students intqîjtho stack. 

At present post-graduate students, Honour students in the 
Faculty of Arts, and all those specializing in the other Faculties of 
this University, are unavoidably to withgo a very real, and. in the 
case of some 5 ; a most indispensible benefit. This unfortunate nar- 
-owing of their educational horizon may last a whole session, but 
iW._w.puld. urge most . strongly that the old privileges-be restored 
; is'soon as possible. It has been a distinct gain rather than à loss* 
to McGill that her Library should have hitherto been an exception 
to the general rule, for it is quite incontestable but that her stu- 
dents have profited thereby.'' Broad and unfettered reading, how- 
ver careless and whimsical, is the most effective antidote to the 
errtal cons^pation, which is the only result of the detestable sys- 
i of spoojj-feeding.

Murray, Lew Carr's pitching ace, is an 
anxious and hard working lineman but 
needs another season's experience. Van 
Blarcum of last year's undefeated fresh- 
man team seemed a likely choice and has 
been showing up fairly well to date. He 
received an injury to his jaw just as 
he was displaying his best form which 
set him back in his battle for a regular 
job. Jappe, the big blonde youth from 
Brooklyn, a member of the frosh team 
in 1919 and who was not in college last 
year has had the call so far and while 
he has plenty to learn before he is a 
finished lineman his work has been 
creditable. Just what he will do in the 
big games of the season, is a problem. 
Waldorf, a star carsman of Ten Eyck's 
freshman crew last spring is another 
linesman who has developed from a raw 
green player into promising material, 
Although he probably cannot win a po- 
sition this fall, there arc many who pro- 
phesy a regular berth for him next year. 
To add to the worries of the coaches of 
this lack of experience among the line 
candidates, there has been the poor play 
of the veterans to date. "Tiny" Clash 
was late in reporting and just as he was 
getting started towards the form dis 
played at the end of last season, an in- 
jury to his side put him on the side- 
lines. Thompson has been slow in gett- 
ing started this fall, although his work 
this last week has been nearer "his old 
time form. Captain Bert Giilick has been 
the only one to,.display his previous abil- 
ity and'he has-lfconfined this largely to 
the games, for in practice he has often 
looked to be far below last season's 
form. On Saturday, October ISth, 
however, he came through with a splen- 
did game and this added to his good 
work in the three earlier games stamps 
him as an All-Amcrican possibility this 
year.

Jack Maynard is to be congratulated 
on the team he has turned out and 
Toronto played a game that will take 
its place among the greatest of the 
long scries of games between the ancient 
rivals. The crowd, the largest in the his- 
tory of Canadian sport, was appreciative 
of every good effort by McGill and time 
after time a cheer rolled across the 
field informing the wcirld in general 
that there was nothing the matter with 
the particular player who had jusl made 
a sterling play or why had to- retire on 
acount of injuries, 

The analysis of M<:Gill's weakness 
shows that the outside wings arc not of 
senior calibre and that the McGill tack- 
ling is not equal to that of Varsity. 

The back division is exceptionally 
gnnd and the secondary defense is prob- 
ably the best pan of the team. Carroll 
as a kicker is equal to any of his rivals 
and Willi the proper protection he should 
get even greater distance than on Sat- 
urday. Shnugiincssy must, if he is to be 
successful, discover two wings of abi- 
lity and must to - and change the style 
of tackiinp; now in use. Had the McGill 
wings been slower in going aller a man 
they would have been more successful 
and they would not have subjected them- 
selves to sudi injuries. 

The outstanding quality of the team is 
its gamcness and its ability to take pun- 
ishment and come back for more. It 
won great respect from the people of 
Toronto" and each man can be justly 
proud of the game he played. 

Statistics compiled during the game 
showed that McGill got their yards 16 
times to Varsity's .5, that McGill were 
penalized six times for interference on 
■line of scrimmage while Varsity escaped 
punishment, that Varsity lost ground 
twice for not giving yards, whereas Mc- 
Gill gave the opposing backs plenty of 
opportunity to make a fair catch; that 
McGill lost the ball on third downs 
four times, once for the wings being 
offside, and Varsity were forced to 
hand over the pigskin once for not mak- 
ing yards; that McGill backs fumbled 
once giving the opposing team a chance 
to score a field goal while the Varsity 
backs played errorless ball and that on 
the exchange of punts Varsity gained 
from ten to thirty yards each time due 
to the failure of the McGill wings to 
get down under the ball and also to the 
fact that Snyder was playing the game 
of his life: 

A point was raised by a peculiar play 
near the end of the game that was not 
disputed by McGill. Somerville had 
kicked and the ball did not travel more 
than thirty yards; it was bouncing on 
the ground and Philpotts, surrounded by 
Varsity players was waiting for an op- 
portunity to pick it up and get away. 
Somerville who had kicked the ball rac- 
ed down the field and instead of picking 
up the ball he charged into Philpotts, 
knocking him .out while onc 'of.'Jiis team 
mates fell onTthe ball J*Nbw "instead of 
bringing the balf back'to thé place "from 
where it had been kicked and giving it 
to McGill for interference on the part 
of Somerville the referee failed to see 
the play and gave it to Varsity on the 
McGill one yard line, and Philpotts was 
carried off the field unconscious. 

The team came out of. the game con- 
siderably, the worse for wear but no 
one was seriously injured except Phil- 
potts whose arm was twisted and who 
may not be able to play tor some time. 
As a result of the defeat by Varsity 
the next important game is not the Sy- 
racuse game, but the game in Kingston 
against Queens, who will be a hard team 
to beat on their home grounds and who 
will try and eliminate McGill from the 
chance of a play oft. 

Today Shaughnessy and Eddie Brown 
will start preparations for the American 
game and the squad will be put through 
a severe and intensive course of train- 
ing in preparation for the Syracuse 
team. Owing to the fact that the game 
will be played under American rules 
Mc-Gill will be at a disadvantage and 
if they hold, Syracuse, to a low score it 
will redound greatly to their credit. 

After the game on Saturday the team 
were the guests of Toronto Varsity at 
Hart House where a feeling of good 
will prevailed and the gathering had the 
appearaiTcc of a fraternal re-union. The 
feeling of good fellowship between Tor- 
onto and McGill is more, apparent this 
year than ever before and as long as 
these two colleges arc represented in 
sport by men of this years type there is 
no danger that it will degenerate into 
hostility.

Winners Show Superiority in 
All Departments. 

The McGill seconds went down to 
defeat before the strong R.M.C. 
team by thes core of 26—5 on Satur- 
day afternoon. The Red and White 
men fought gamely from start to fin- 
ish; but R.M.C. displayed marked 
superiority in all departments, of the 
game. Hughes, who did the punt- 
ing for R.M.C., got good distance 
on his kicks, and although he out- 
distanced the McGill backs in the 
first part of the game, Wilson, who 
did the greater part of the kicking 
for McGill, was not forced to yield 
much ground to him. Zimmerman 
played a wonderful game for R.M.C. 
Time and again heb rokc away, and 
ran through the McGill team -for 30 
or 40 yard gains before being downed. 
The McGill team seemed le» be weak 
in tackling ability. Often an R.M.C. 
man would get the ball, and owing 
to poor tackling, would tear through 
the McGill line for yards. Zimmer- 
man, especially, seemed hard to hold, 
and twisted through the McGill tack- 
lers with amazing! facility, 

R. Mi C. tore rig-lit. in in the first 
quarter, and piled' up a substantial 
'lead' ot fifteen points. Their first 
touchdown was more or les? a fluke, 
as Hughes tried a drop kick, which 
hit the upright McGill fumbled the 
hall, and an U. M. C man fell on 
it.. The other touchdowns came as a 
result iof lôhg runs by R.M.C. In 
the thfrd quarter McGill worked hard 
and got the ball on ;i fumble near 
the R.M.C. line Wilson tried a 
drop kick, which hit the bar and in 
the resulting scrimmage a McGill 
man igot the ball and registered Mc- 
Gill's single touch. The R.MC line 
was too strong and fast for McGill, 
and often stopped the Red and White 
plays before they -had really got go- 
ing. 

In the first quarter, after an ex- 
change of kicks, Zimmerman got the 
ball and ran thirty yards before be- 
ing brought down by Amaron.

Hughes failed to eon- 
vert. After the resumption of play 
Zimmcrman again nailed the ball and 
broke through an open field for an- 
other long run. R.M.C. gained 
yards and went over for their second 
touch. Carr-Ross made yards on a 
neat end run, then Hughes kicked to 
Amaron. "R.M.C. got, the ball near 
the McGill line, but McGill recov- 
ered the ball on a fumble. 
Brown, Wilson, D. B. Foss, Amaron 
caught the punt and ran it back 30 
yards. In the next few minutes Mc- 
Phcrson went over the McGill line 
for the last touch of the period, 
which ended R.M.C, 15; McGill, 0. 

R.M.C. started off with a rush in 
the second period, but were penal- 
ized and McGill was given the ball. 
The McGill line failed to tear through 
for yards, and lost on an exchange of 
kicks. Burley crossed the Red and 
White line for another touch. Dur- 
ing the rest of the period the R.M.C. 
back division handled the McGill 
kicks with ease. Zimmerman, on one 
occasion running the bail back twen- 
ty yards, and the R.M.C. line was 
impregnable. Half time score was:

.'. lïcPherson brought the crowd to 
it£ f'ceÇ bjTaTong run at the beginning 
ÔT the "iliTrd Quarter, and Panct made 
good his run by tearing over the 
McGill line for R.M.C.'s fifth touch. 
In an exchange of kicks R.M.C. 
gained nothing, and fumbled Wil- 
son's rc.tum. They recovered, but 
dropped the ball again in the miûjft 
of a play, and a McGill man fell on 
it. Wilson tried a drop, which hit 
the cross bar and bounced beneath 
it. McGill nailed the loose ball and 
scored their single touch. For the 
remainder of this period the play 
was confined to the McGill end of 
the field, and Hughes tried hard to 
rouge. McLean ran the ball out too 
fast for the R.M.C. wing men. This 
period ended R.M.C. 25, McGill 5. 

McGill made yards in the last quar- 
ter, but R.M.C. 'secured the ball and 
made yards in an end run that un- 
covered some neat combination.

Sir John Kennedy, consulting engin- 
eer of the Port of Montreal, who died 
a few days ago. was a past student oi 
the University, which in 1917 conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of LL. 
D. Sir John was without doubt one of 
the most eminent of Canadian engineers. 
For years before becoming connected 
with the Montreal Harbor Commission 
as chief engineer, he was engaged in 
railroad and industrial engineering in 
different parts of Canada and while in 
charge of the engineering department of 
. the Commission carried out many of the 
great improvements which have made 
Montreal one of the best equipped har- 
bors on the continent. Since 1907 he has 
been consulting engineer to the Comm- 
ission. 

Sir John wa? born at SpcnccrviUc, 
Ontario, 1838 and commenced his pro- 
fessional career as early as 1853 under 
the late T. C. Kcefcr. LL. D. '05. He 

. was one of the founders of the Can 
adian Society oi Civil Engineers (The 

• Engineering Institute of Canada) and 
connected with many other technical 
bodies.
